Some 
measures of urgent and immediate 
relief must be found while the ultimate 
solution is being sought,” said Felix 
Dias Bandaranaike, the Asian island 
nation’s minister of public admin­ 
istration, local government, home 
affairs and justice. 
Bandaranaike said his country must 
pay 300 per cent more than it did in 
1973 for oil, 162 per cent more for 
fertilizer and 170 per cent more for rice 
and flour.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF) - In this 
co mer, a millio naire businessman 
already an interim senato r. Acro ss the 
way , an astro naut space hero . 
At ring side, Ohio ans watching an o ld 
fashio ned mud-sling as candidates fo r 
the Demo cratic no minatio n fo r U.S. 
Senate v erbally lash each o ther daily 
as the May 7 primary nears. 
Candidate 
Jo hn 
Glenn, 
first 
American to o rbit earth in 1962, 
chastises U.S. Sen. Ho ward Met­ 
zenbaum appo inted to Co ng ress late 
last y ear. 
Metzenbaum, 5 6 -y ear-o ld silv er- 
haired ex ecutiv e, attacks Glenn, trim 
5 2-y ear-o ld who jo g s three miles mo st 
afterno o ns, 
"We think he (Metzenbaum) has a 
lo t to hide,” Glenn tells labo rers 
during a sto p in Cincinnati. 
Metzenbaum respo nds: Glenn’s 
“ dealing lig htly with the truth.” 
"Ho nesty , integ rity and sincerity ” 
are key issues, Glenn ex plained to 
repo rters early in his campaig n. 
"The peo ple o f Ohio hav e g o tten o nly 
a campaig n o f perso nal v ilificatio n 
and disto rtio ns o f fact fro m my o p­ 
po nent,” Metzenbaum said a few day s 
ag o . 
So it g o es. The fig ht fo r the 
no minatio n has beco me o ne o f the 
mo st ho tly co ntested electio n races in 
y ears. 
Glenn leads the po lls, slig htly . 
Metzenbaum, a fo rmer labo r atto rney , 
has captured the unio ns, o r mo st o f the 
unio ns. Glenn slo wly ero des Met- 
zenbaum’s labo r and state Demo cratic 
party endo rsements, inching fo rward. 
Glenn, shedding the "bo y sco ut” 
imag e he acquired in a lo ss to Met­ 
zenbaum in 197 0’s primary , remains 
the ag g resso r. 
He made a “ full disclo sure” o f his 
financial status, including inco me tax 
returns back to 1965 , and demands 
Metzenbaum do the same. Met­ 
zenbaum disclo sed his ho lding s and 
net wo rth — $3.6 millio n, calling it "the 
fullest disclo sure ev er made by a U.S. 
Senato r.” 
Glenn makes his o ppo nent’s refusal 
to display his past inco me tax returns 
the reaso n fo r turning do wn a recent 
pro po sal fo r a series o f telev ised de­ 
bates. 
“ If Ho ward Metzenbaum canno t 
trust the Demo cratic v o ters o f Ohio 
with info rmatio n abo ut his tax es and 
finances, ho w can they trust him with 
' their v o tes? ” Glenn asked. 
Teams ters 
Threaten 
O ther Unions 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
The 
Teamsters unio n, lo cked in a bitter 
feud with the United Farm Wo rkers, 
has threatened retaliatio n ag ainst any 
unio ns that suppo rt the AFL-CIO’s na­ 
tio nwide bo y co tt o f Califo rnia g rapes 
and lettuce. 
Teamsters President Frank E. 
Fitzsimmo ns to o k the unusual step o f 
writing the leaders o f all AFLrCIO 
affiliated unio ns to warn that par­ 
ticipatio n in the bo y co tt wo uld result in 
an end o f all future co o peratio n by the 
Teamsters. 
The Teamsters traditio nally ho no r 
the picket lines o f o ther unio ns. They 
also aided the United Auto Wo rkers 
with a $25 millio n lo an to help pay fo r 
its strike ag ainst General Mo to rs in 
197 0. 
In an April 12 letter, Fitzsimmo ns 
to ld unio n presidents that suppo rt o f 
the bo y co tt "wo uld naturally mean 
that y o u are taking a definite po sitio n 
ag ainst the...Teamsters. 
"So , I wo uld be remiss if I did no t say 
to y o u 
that 
in 
the 
future 
o ur 
co o peratio n with y o ur o rg anizatio n 
will be judg ed acco rding ly ,” he co ntin­ 
ued. “ If y o u are no t with us, y o u must 
be ag ainst us. We do no t pro po se to 
suppo rt unio ns that are fig hting us.” 
The same day he issued his warning , 
Fitzsimmo ns sent a letter to AFLrCIO 
President Geo rg e Meany urg ing an 
end to v io lence in the fields. 
Co mmenting Tuesday , Meany said 
that last y ear’s Califo rnia v io lence 
"resulted so lely and simply because 
the Teamsters impo rted g o o ns.” 
He called Fitzsimmo ns’ letter 
“ unmitig ated g all.”

NEW YORK — Man u , an In dian 
sage, had a wo rd ab o u t tax es that 
ap p lies to these day s o f weep in g an d 
gn ashin g o f teeth. 
“To make the b u rden o f tax es eq u al 
is n o t effected b y a mere n u merical 
p ro p o rtio n ,” he tau ght. “The man who 
is tax ed to the amo u n t o f o n e-ten th o f 
an in co me o f 100 ru p ees a y ear, is 
tax ed far mo re sev erely than the man 
who is tax ed an eq u al p ro p o rtio n o f an 
in co me o f 1,000 ru p ees, an d to a 
p ro digio u s b ign ess mo re sev erely than 
the man who is tax ed an eq u al 
p ro p o rtio n o f 10,000 ru p ees a y ear.” 
Reads like an o ther kn o ck o n Nix o n , 
b u t Man u saged mo re than a tho u san d 
y ears b efo re Christ. 
Tax atio n , an d reb ellio n again st it, 
has shap ed the affairs o f man fo r 
lo n ger than histo rian s can co mp u te. 
Egy p tian n o b les railed again st an 
in fern al o ld edict called an in heritan ce 
tax co u n tless y ears b efo re an cien t 
Greece an d Ro me p icked u p that rip - 
o ff. A p rin cip al reaso n why we are a 
free n atio n to day ev o lv ed fro m the fact 
that Geo rge III did n o t see fit to en do w 
the American co lo n ies with so me o f the 
tax relief gu aran teeed b y the Magn a 
Carta (1215) an d the Bill o f Rights 
(16 89 ). The tax o n tea, which led 
directly to the Rev o lu tio n , was a small 
fractio n o f what y o u p ay to day o n 
cigarets, gas, p lan e tickets, an d at the 
massage p arlo r. 
The greatest hu e an d cry ab o u t tax es 
co mes when so meo n e who is o sten sib ly 
wealthy p ay s less than a wo rkin g stiff. 
Presiden t Nix o n ’s micro sco p ic retu rn s 
sin ce en terin g the White Ho u se 
tro u b led mo re o f the p eo p le who gav e 
him his b o u n tifu l man date than did 
Watergate. Two o f the richest men the 
co u n try has ev er p ro du ced, An drew 
Mello n an d J. Pierp o n t Mo rgan , p aid 
n o tax whatev er at certain p erio ds in 
their liv es an d were hau led b efo re 
Co n gressio n al co mmittees. Mo rgan 
was sav ed b y a p u b licity man who p u t 
a midget o n his lap . Mello n amen ded 
with o n e o f the great art mu seu ms o f 
the wo rld. Hu ge co rp o ratio n s, n o tab ly 
in the o il b u sin ess, so metimes hav e 
co u ghed u p smaller tax b ites than , say , 
a charwo man . 
No b o dy lo v es a tax co llecto r, n o t 
ev en o n e n am ed Matthew, who 
b ecame an Ap o stle. Co llecto rs hav e 
b een ro u tin ely slau ghtered do wn 
thro u gh histo ry , b u t b efo re b ein g do n e 
in they ’v e p u t co u n tless hu n dreds o f 
tho u san ds o f tax do dgers (o r wage 
earn ers who didn ’t hav e the mo n ey to 
p ay ) in jail. In clu din g A1 Cap o n e. 
Westb ro o k Pegler o n ce wro te that 
p u ttin g a master mo b ster-assassin like 
Cap o n e in jail o n a tax rap was like 
arrestin g Jack the Rip p er fo r p arkin g 
do u b le.

In January of 1904 the usual business 
once more concerned repairs and 
bringing the kitchen up to date. Plans 
were made for a Martha Washington 
supper followed with entertainment. 
Twenty-two ladies gathered to cut out 
and gild 250 souvenir hatchets on 
which the menu was then printed.

when the tower’s 1,048,000 square feet 
of net rentable space is fully occupied 
next fall. 
But, the three-member OBA board 
began last week to consider ways of 
refinancing the $60 million tower 
project in order to prevent rents from 
climbing rapidly to $9 or $10 a square 
foot. 
OBA is financing the 41-story state 
tower through the State Insurance 
Fund, investment monies of the Ohio 
Bureau of Workmen’s Compensation, 
with interest rates being recomputed 
every two years, 
OBA originally agreed to pay the 
fund interest of less than 5 per cent. 
I^ast week it found itself approving a 
new, one-year, $76 million note at 8.6 
per cent. 
An administration analysis said an 
8.6 per cent interest charge would 
force OBA to charge its state tenants 
about $8.75 a square foot in order to 
retire the debt in 30 years, $9.60 to 
retire the debt in 20 years. 
Gilligan estimated an $8 a square 
foot rental cost in his 1973-1975 budget, 
but state officials only a month ago 
talked about $8.50 a square foot.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Only a few 
months ago Agriculture Department 
figures showed wheat exports might 
shoot over 1.3 billion bushels this fiscal 
year and leave the U.S. bread grain 
reserve at practically zero by mid­ 
summer. 
But now some in the trade think 
shipments will have to pick up sharply 
in the next two months if wheat exports 
are to match the USDA’s prediction of 
1.2 billion bushels. 
George S. Shanklin, one of the 
department’s export watchers in the 
Foreign Agricultural Service, said 
Wednesday “we have no reason right 
now” to reduce the 1973-74 wheat 
export estimate below the 1.2 billion 
bushels projected earlier. 
The possibility that wheat exports 
might drop significantly was raised by 
reports showing clearances from U.S. 
ports last week totaled around 8.5 
million bushels. That was the lowest 
one-week export total in about two 
years, Shanklin said.

M eningitis 
Is Traced 
To H am sters 


ALBANY, N. Y. (AP) - Health 
officials say they have traced an 
outbreak of a rare but usually mild 
form of meningitis in New York to 
hamsters. 
The State Health Department said 
Friday the disease, called 
LCM, 
usually produces a flulike illness with 
fever, muscle aches, pains and 
prostration. It normally is not fatal. 
The hamsters, state and New York 
City health officials said, were bred in 
Alabama and were purchased between 
Dec. 4, 1973 and March 24, 1974. They 
were identified in tests as the carriers 
of the disease. 
New York was one of eight states 
named Thursday by the U. S. Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta, Ga. 
where a total of 93 cases of LCM have 
been reported. The others were 
California, 
Minnesota, 
Nevada, 
Florida, Massachusetts and New 
Jersey. LCM is an acronym for lym­ 
phocytic choriomeningitis. It normally 
is not fatal. 
The New York City Health Depart­ 
ment urged new hamster owners to 
isolate their pets in a ventilated room 
and to notify the department. They 
recommended that the 300,000 animals 
in the stock in question should be 
destroyed.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
American Basketball Associ­ 
ation, armed with nearly 200 
draftees—including

Malone and 50 from the rival

Assocation—today sets out in 
its quest to become what 
Commissioner Mike Storen 
calls ‘‘the best basketball 
league possible.” 
The ABA has amassed its 
formidable group of draftees 
over the last 15 months, with 
most of its selections being 
made Wednesday. They in­ 
cluded the 50 from the NBA in 
an unprecedented and open 
declaration of warfare, 79 
collegians and the brilliant 
Malone, who averaged 35.8 
points and 25 rebounds during 
the 1973-74 season in leading 
Petersburg, Va., H.S. to its

straight 
state 
championship. 
Twenty 
other 
college 
players were selected in a 
secret draft last month, and 
43 others are holdovers from 
three separate drafts con­ 
ducted last year, beginning in 
January, 1973.

NEW YO RK 
(AP) - Former 
Commerce secretary Maurice H. 
Stans says he had a mandate to keep 
secret financier Robert L. Vesco’s 
$200,000 cash contribution to President 
Nixon’s 1972 re-election campaign. He 
swears he was not covering up any 
misdeeds of his own, or anyone else, 
Stans testified about a March 14, 
1972, meeting of campaign officials, 
including four White House aides. He 
said it was decided not to follow the 
lead of Democratic presidential aspir­ 
ant George McGovern, who volun­ 
tarily released names of campaign 
contributors. 
“ I took that as a mandate to me to do 
everything possible to insure the 
privacy of these contributors,” Stans 
told a jury Wednesday at his federal 
conspiracy trial. He is a codefendant 
with John N. Mitchell, the former 
attorney general. 
“ That was behind the whole thing,” 
the 66-year-old Stans said at another 
point. “ Vesco made a contribution in 
private and privacy was his con­ 
stitutional right under the law. I was 
doing my best to protect Robert Vesco 
and every other contributor up to April 
7.” 
A new law effective April 7, 1972, 
mandated the reporting of all cam­ 


paign contributions from that point on. 
Stans 
was 
still 
under 
direct 
examination when the trial recessed 
for the night. He will return to the 
stand when it resumes today. 
Mitchell and Stans are accused of 
conspiring to obstruct justice for 
allegedy attempting to impede a 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
fraud investigation into Vesco’s af­ 
fairs, in exchange for the $200,000 se­ 
cret contribution, and later lying about 
it to a grand jury. 
One of the most potent government 
witnesses against Stans was G. 
Bradford Cook, general counsel and 
later chairman of the SEC. He ad­ 
mitted he lied under oath about Stans 
on five earlier occasions, but insisted 
his trial testimony was the truth. 
In line with a key clause in the 
conspiracy count, Cook testified Stans 
got him to change a paragraph in a 
proposed SEC complaint about Vesco, 
to delete specific reference to the 
transfer of the $200,000 in cash that 
made up the contribution. 
“ I did not ask Brad Cook to delete 
anything on that occasion or any other 
occasion,” said Stans. He said Cook 
told him he was having the paragraph 
reworked at his own instigation 
because it was too “ sensational.”

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
U.S. Senate candidate John Glenn 
accepted his opponent’s challenge 
Wednesday to public debates, but he 
promised U.S. Sen. Howard Met­ 
zenbaum, DOhio, he would press hard 
on the issue of “ openess and candor” 
in financial disclosures. 
In response, Metzenbaum, on the 
campaign trail in Canton, said he “ is 
anxious to ask Col. Glenn a few 
questions about his finances, too.” 
Glenn said he would debate Met­ 
zenbaum April 25 on WEWS-TV in 
Geveland, May 1 at the Cincinnati 
Communications Coalition and May 3 
at the Geveland City Club. 
“ I believe the public's right to see 
the candidates for the Democratic 
nomination discuss issues on the same 
platform should not be impaired any 
longer by Howard’s refusal to make a 
complete financial disclosure,” Glenn 
said. 
Responded Metzenbaum: 
“ I am 
pleased that John Glenn has partially 
capitulated on the issue of free and 
open debate. But he is still running 
away from making himself available 
in Columbus, Toledo and Dayton.” 
Glenn earlier had accepted a date to 
debate Metzenbaum in Geveland, then 
changed his mind saying he would only 
participate in a debate if Metzenbaum 


disclosed his federal 
income tax 
returns for 1969-2 
Glenn said Wednesday the same 
provision goes for any dedates other 
than the three he listed. 
Both candidates disclosed their 
federal and state income tax returns 
for 1973, but Metzenbaum has refused 
to disclose prior income tax forms 
claiming they include information 
about private individuals who have not 
waived their rights to privacy. 
Earlier in the year Metzenbaum 
released financial information which 
he said should clear up any questions 
about conflicts of interest. 
Metzenbaum and Glenn both were 
scheduled to be in Geveland tonight 
for fund-raising dinners. 
In other Ohio politics, state Sen. 
Tony P. Hall, D-6 Dayton, candidate 
for secretary of state, blasted the 
Republican incumbent for a 24-year 
record of perpetuating “ outdated elec­ 
tion practices.”

BROOKVILLE, N Y. (AP) - He 
talks, he sings, he makes slightly 
risque suggestions and he swallows 
garbage. 
He’s Arthur, the talking trash can. 
His inventor thinks a kind word from 
Arthur encourages people to fill him 
with garbage rather than dump it 
where it doesn’t belong. 
Arthur is the brainchild of Charles 
Hamad, 24, of Danbury, Conn., a 
graduate student in psychology at 
C.W. Post College, and Dr. Jeff Corey, 
an associate psychology professor and 
Hamad’s thesis adviser. 
Arthur’s voice is a tape cassette, 
activated when trash is stuffed into the 
45-gallon can. 
Arthur is a standard plastic trash 
can. There is a face painted on the lid, 
with blond hair, blue eyes and yellow 
teeth. The teeth surround a plastic 
mouth attached by a hinge, through 
which garbage is deposited. 
When the mouth is pushed, the 
cassette is activated. 
Hamad says he placed Arthur in a 
college dining hall for about four hours 
one day. 
For the first hour, the cassette was 


turned off, and only 20 persons stuffed 
garbage in Arthur. 
For the next three hours, 
the 
cassette was turned on and “a few 
hundred people” used Arthur, Hamad 
said. 


But Hamad says Arthur has been 
used only for about 15 hours and more 
data is needed to confirm his theory 
that people are more likely to use trash 
cans if the can talks back, and to 
determine whether the novelty will 
wear off.

On all three trips, some wives are 
going along “for protocol reasons,” 
said an aide to Rep. Melvin Price, D- 
111. Price and his wife are part of a 50- 
person delegation headed by House 
Majority Leader Thomas P. “Tip” 
O’Neill, 
D-Mass., 
attending 
in­ 
terparliamentary conferences in South 
Korean and Taiwan. 
The State Departm ent handles 
arrangements for most overseas trips 
but refers all queries concerning 
itineraries to Capitol Hill.

Simon’s appointment as Treasury 
secretary is expected to touch off a 
struggle among Nixon’s economic 
advisers to gain a portion of the con­ 
siderable influence over economic 
policy-making held by Shultz. 
Nixon said he would take a more 
active hand himself in economic 
planning and will head the important 
Council on Economic Policy, a post 
previously held by Shultz. 
Other positions held by Shultz that 
will not go to Simon include assistant 
to the President for domestic and 
international economic policy, which 
Demo Election Wins To Shape Strategies 


will remain unfilled for the time being, 
and chairman of the Cost of Living 
Council, a position of declining in­ 
fluence that will be filled on an interim 
basis by council director John T.

Sources say that Simon will face a 
difficult challenge in the international 
policy-making arena from Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger, who 
Monday showed his interest in this 
field in an important statement on U.S. 
foreign economic policy delivered to 
the United Nations in New York. 
But Simon is said by aides to feel the 
major problem facing him as Treasury 
secretary will be the country’s wor­ 
sening inflation rate, which saw con­ 
sumer prices rise 8.8 per cent last 
year, and at a 12 per cent rate during 
the first two months of this year. 
Simon is said to generally support 
the approach to inflation followed by 
Shultz, including steps to increase 
agricultural supplies combined with 
conservative spending and money 
supply policies. 
Like Shultz, 
Simon is cool 
to 
economic controls. 
Simon likely will give additional 
details on his thinking on ways of 
combatting inflation when he appears 
before the Senate Finance Committee 
for confirmation hearings, expected 
early next week. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - And now 
Bob Traxler takes his place beside 
John P. Murtha, Richard VanderVeen, 
Thomas Luken and Robert Lagomar- 
sino. 
Their collective clout in Washington 
doesn’t add up to much. They are, 
after all, the most junior members of 
the House of Representatives. 
But the way they got there will be a 
significant factor in shaping campaign 
strategy in both political parties for 
the congressional election season just 
ahead. 
For they are the men who won the 
special House elections of 1974, all in 
what had been safely Republican 
districts. 
All 
but 
Californian 
Lagomarsino are Democrats. 
“No Republican should assume he 
has a safe seat any more,” said Sen. 
Robert P. Griffin of Michigan, the 
Senate GOP whip. 


Democrat Traxler’s victory in the 
Saginaw, Mich., area made it four out 
of five for Democrats — and while the 
White House said President Nixon was 
not disheartened, some Republicans 
who will be running in November 
obviously were. 
“It appears some Democrats are 
riding the President’s coattail to 
Washington,” said Republican Gov. 
William G. Milliken of Michigan, 
where VanderVeen earlier captured 
another traditionally GOP House seat. 
In each of the five special elections, 
the issues raised had included national 
and 
area 
economic 
problem s, 
Watergate and the President himself. 
Although Nixon spent a day cam­ 
paigning for Traxler’s Republican 
opponent, the White House maintained 
that the President had not become the 
big issue in Tuesday’s election. 
No one can prove or disprove that 


Nixon’s situation was behind the 
Republican 
defeats 
there 
and 
elsewhere. But each of the districts 
involved went Republican by a land­ 
slide margin in 1972, before the 
scandals unfolded. 


Together, the five elections point to a 
protest vote aimed at the Republican 
White House. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., who is 
running for re-election this year, said 
he was concerned about a backlash 
against all Republicans because of 
Watergate. 


Vice President Gerald R. Ford said 
the trend in the special elections 
pointed 
to 
an 
overwhelming 
Democratic majority in the House next 
year. “One party control is not good 
for America,” Ford said. 
That, and the comments of other 
Republicans about the danger of 


damage to the twoparty system itself, 
sound a good deal like the GOP come­ 
back theme that followed landslide 
congressional losses in the 1964 
presidential defeat of Sen. 
Barry 
Goldwater. 


The special elections, the polls, and 
other indicators of the national mood, 
are likely to lead many Republican 
candidates to seek to put some room 
between them selves and the ad­ 
m inistration, 
particularly 
the 
President. Nixon was quoted weeks 
ago as saying privately that he un­ 
derstood some Republicans would find 
it necessary to do so. Democratic can­ 
didates are just as likely to do what 
Traxler did, and try to depict their 
GOP rivals as Nixon men. 


Ford and other GOP leaders said the 
Democratic special election victories 
should have no bearing on House ac­ 


tion on Nixon’s impeachment. 
Of course, there are four more 
Democratic votes now. 
But the political situation could have 
a more significant, indirect effect on 
Republican House mem bers. The 
defeats, the polls, and in many cases, 
their own surveys of constituents, 
indicate that the President’s political 
power has ebbed to the point at which 
it doesn’t have to be a factor in their 
individual decisions on impeachment. 


While politicians weigh the impact of 
their elections, Reps. Traxler, Van­ 
derVeen, lagomarsino, Murtha of 
Pennsylvania and Luken of Ohio will 
have to start campaigning all over 
again. 
The terms they won last only for the 
balance of this year. To stay in the 
House, they’ll have to run and win 
again in November.

Some 
measures of urgent and immediate 
relief must be found while the ultimate 
solution is being sought,” said Felix 
Dias Bandaranaike, the Asian island 
nation’s minister of public admin­ 
istration, local government, home 
affairs and justice. 
Bandaranaike said his country must 
pay 300 per cent more than it did in 
1973 for oil, 162 per cent more for 
fertilizer and 170 per cent more for rice 
and flour.

Train charged Monday that energy 
conservation was mostly just talk so 
far and said he saw no great push in 
that direction by the Federal Energy 
Office, which has authority over 
energy conservation programs.

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Glenn-Metzenbaum Mud-Slinging Nears Wire 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — In this 
comer, a millionaire businessman 
already an interim senator. Across the 
way, an astronaut space hero. 
At ringside, Ohioans watching an old 
fashioned mud-sling as candidates for 
the Democratic nomination for U.S. 
Senate verbally lash each other daily 
as the May 7 primary nears. 
Candidate 
John 
Glenn, 
first 
American to orbit earth in 1962, 
chastises U.S. 
Sen. Howard 
Met- 
zenbaum appointed to Congress late 
last year. 
Metzenbaum, 56-year-old silver- 
haired executive, attacks Glenn, trim 
52-year-old who jogs three miles most 
afternoons. 
“We think he (Metzenbaum) has a 
lot to hide,” Glenn tells laborers 
during a stop in Cincinnati. 
Metzenbaum responds: Glenn’s 
“dealing lightly with the truth.” 
“Honesty, integrity and sincerity” 
are key issues, Glenn explained to 
reporters early in his campaign. 
“The people of Ohio have gotten only 
a campaign of personal vilification 
and distortions of fact from my op­ 
ponent,” Metzenbaum said a few days 
ago. 
So it goes. 
The 
fight for 
the 
nomination has become one of the 
most hotly contested election races in 
years. 
Glenn 
leads the 
polls, 
slightly. 
Metzenbaum, a former labor attorney, 
has captured the unions, or most of the 
unions. Glenn slowly erodes Met- 
zenbaum's labor and state Democratic 
party endorsements, inching forward. 
Glenn, shedding the "boy scout” 
image he acquired in a loss to Met­ 
zenbaum in 1970’s primary, remains 
the aggressor. 
He made a “full disclosure” of his 
financial status, including income tax 
returns back to 1965, and demands 
Metzenbaum do the same. Met­ 
zenbaum disclosed his holdings and 
net worth — $3.6 million, calling it “the 
fullest disclosure ever made by a U.S. 
Senator.” 
Glenn makes his opponent’s refusal 
to display his past income tax returns 
the reason for turning down a recent 
proposal for a series of televised de­ 
bates. 
“If Howard Metzenbaum cannot 
trust the Democratic voters of Ohio 
with information about his taxes and 
finances, how can they trust him with 
their votes?” Glenn asked. 
Teamsters 
Threaten 
Other Unions

Teamsters union, locked in a bitter 
feud with the United Farm Workers, 
has threatened retaliation against any 
unions that support the AFL-CIO’s na­ 
tionwide boycott of California grapes 
and lettuce. 
Teamsters President Frank E. 
Fitzsimmons took the unusual step of 
writing the leaders of all AFL-CTO 
affiliated unions to warn that par­ 
ticipation in the boycott would result in 
an end of all future cooperation by the 
Teamsters. 
The Teamsters traditionally honor 
the picket lines of other unions. They 
abo aided the United Auto Workers 
with a $25 million loan to help pay for 
its strike against General Motors in 
1970. 
In an April 12 letter, Fitzsimmons 
told union presidents that support of 
the boycott “would naturally mean 
that you are taking a definite position 
against the...Teamsters. 
“So, I would be remiss if I did not say 
to 
you 
that 
in 
the 
future 
our 
cooperation with your organization 
will be judged accordingly,” he contin­ 
ued. “If you are not with us, you must 
be against us. We do not propose to 
support unions that are fighting us.” 
The same day he issued his warning, 
Fitzsimmons sent a letter to AFL-CIO 
President George Meany urging an 
end to violence in the fields. 
Commenting Tuesday, Meany said 
that last year’s California violence 
“resulted solely and simply because 
the Teamsters imported goons.” 
He called Fitzsimmons’ letter 
“unmitigated gall.”

It is an 
unmitigated lie,” Schiller said. 
Glenn said Metzenbaum’s claim of 
overwhelming labor support is invalid.

Metzenbaum has the endorsement of 
the Ohio AFIu-CIO and the United Auto 
Workers. 
Yet, Glenn cites big labor support of 
his own: 2,500 service employes in 
Youngstown, teamsters in Dayton, 
steelworkers in Mansfield and the 
Paper Workers Union of Ohio. He has 
picked up endorsements of county 
Democratic organizations, defecting 


from state headquarters. 
Glenn’s 
greatest

dorsement victory was Franklin 
County, the state capital which voted 
for Metzenbaum in 1970. 
Metzenbaum, with union help and

Many government officials 
regard efficiency as a one-way 
street. They are horrified by 
the mere suggestion their own 
bailiwicks 
might 
need 
streamlining or perhaps should 
be eliminated. 
But let anything — including 
a 
system 
of 
checks 
and 
balances — stand in the way of 
their 
professional 
ambitions 
and they love to fall back on the 
cause of efficiency to justify 
removal of the obstacle. 
An 
exam ple 
is 
the 
p e r io d ic a lly 
r e s u r r e c te d 
proposal to establish a central 
“data bank*’ in the federal 
governm ent. 
This 
would 
consist of a com puterized 
depository of information about 


each citizen. 
The 
purpose, 
presumably, 
would be to collect information 
now on file in hundreds of 
government offices. This could 
include 
everything 
from 
medical records to grades 
earned 
in school 
from 
the 
earliest years through college 
— and much more. 
Credit rating, income, em ­ 
ployment and practically any 
other aspect of his life of each 
American would be on file for 
federal officials, and possibly 
state and local counterparts as 
well, to use at will. 
Such a Big Brother concept is 
dangerous 
to 
individual 
liberties. Computers are not fit 
guardians of personal histories 


because they lack judgment in 
at 
least 
two 
important 
respects: 
they divulge their 
data to anyone able to push the 
correct button, and they lack 
the human quality of being able 
to evaluate the information 
they contain. 
Individual personality traits, 
interests, 
ambitions, 
desires 
and talents change over the 
years, 
but 
these 
changes 
escape the coldly accumulated 
and perpetually stored data in 
a computer. Efficiency in this 
case would be bought at a high 
cost to individual privacy. 
This 
schem e 
must 
be 
knocked 
in 
the 
head 
by 
Congress every time it reap­ 
pears. 
Sage Words On Taxes 


NEW YORK — Manu, an Indian 
sage, had a word about taxes that 
applies to these days of weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 
“To make the burden of taxes equal 
is not effected by a mere numerical 
proportion,” he taught. “The man who 
is taxed to the amount of one-tenth of 
an income of IOO rupees a year, is 
taxed far more severely than the man 
who is taxed an equal proportion of an 
income of 1,000 rupees, and to a 
prodigious bigness more severely than 
the man who is taxed an equal 
proportion of 10,000 rupees a year.” 
Reads like another knock on Nixon, 
but Manu saged more than a thousand 
years before Christ. 
Taxation, and rebellion against it, 
has shaped the affairs of man for 
longer than historians can compute. 
Egyptian nobles railed against an 
infernal old edict called an inheritance 
tax countless years before ancient 
Greece and Rome picked up that rip­ 
off. A principal reason why we are a 
free nation today evolved from the fact 
that George III did not see fit to endow 
the American colonies with some of the 
tax relief guaranteeed by the Magna 
Carta (1215) and the Bill of Rights 
(1689). The tax on tea, which led 
directly to the Revolution, was a small 
fraction of what you pay today on 
cigarets, gas, plane tickets, and at the 
massage parlor. 
The greatest hue and cry about taxes 
comes when someone who is ostensibly 
wealthy pays less than a working stiff. 
President Nixon’s microscopic returns 
since entering the White House 
troubled more of the people who gave 
him his bountiful mandate than did 
Watergate. Two of the richest men the 
country has ever produced, Andrew 
Mellon and J. Pierpont Morgan, paid 
no tax whatever at certain periods in 
their lives and were hauled before 
Congressional committees. 
Morgan 
was saved by a publicity man who put 
a midget on his lap. Mellon amended 
with one of the great art museums of 
the world. Huge corporations, notably 
in the oil business, sometimes have 
coughed up smaller tax bites than, say, 
a charwoman. 
Nobody loves a tax collector, not 
even one named M atthew, who 
became an Apostle. Collectors have 
been routinely slaughtered down 
through history, but before being done 
in they’ve put countless hundreds of 
thousands of tax dodgers (or wage 
earners who didn’t have the money to 
pay) in jail. Including Al Capone. 
Westbrook Pegler once wrote that 
putting a master mobster-assassin like 
Capone in jail on a tax rap was like 
arresting Jack the Ripper for parking 
double. „ 
Taxes led to the creation of one of the

most fam iliar editorial cartoon 
characters: the pathetic man who, 
stripped of his clothes, is forced to 
wear a barrel. Ancient and modem 
uses of the pen berated taxes: 
Plato, discoursing on tyrants, ob­ 
served, “Has he ithe tyrant) not also 
another object which is that they (the 
people) may be impoverished by 
payment of taxes, and thus compelled 
to devote themselves to their daily 
wants and therefore less likely to 
conspire against him?” 
Thomas Pain mourned, “War in­ 
volves in its progress such a train of 
unforeseen and unsupposed c ir­ 
cumstances that no human wisdom 
can calculate the end. It has but one 
thine certain, and that is to increase 
taxes.” 
William Graham Sumner (1840- 
1910), who may have been later 
plagiarized by Franklin D. Roosevelt: 
“The Forgotten Man . .. delving away 


in patient industry, supporting his 
family, paying his taxes, casting his 
vote, supporting the church and the 
school . . . but he is the only one for 
whom there is no provision in the great 
scramble and the big divide. The 
Forgotten Man. He works, he votes, 
generally he prays — but his chief 
business in life is to pay.” 
The taxpayer is a kind of slob, 
thought Israel Zangwill (1864-1926): 
“The average taxpayer is no more 
capable of a ‘grand passion’ than of a 
grand opera.’” 
Nonsense. There was more passion 
than ever, this time. 
I still like Hal Boyle’s plea of 
“temporary insanity” before his tax 
board. And Bugs Baer’s letter in 
response to a sharp note from the tax 
collectors. He addressed it to the 
Bureau of Infernal Revenue. The letter 
started “Dear Slur: Yours of the 17th 
inst, received and dullv noted.”

DECATUR, Ind. (AP)—Two young 
Decatur men were arrested today in 
connection with the weekend slaying of 
a Van Wert, Ohio, teen-ager, Cheryl 
Ann Felger. 
Authorities said Ernest R. Tope, 21, 
and Timothy A. Heckert, 20, were 
being held without bond in the Adams 
County Jail here on preliminary 
charges of assault and battery with 
intent to commit a felony.

University student, disappeared about 
9 p.m. Friday after she left her home 
on her bicycle. Her body was dis­ 
covered Saturday near an abandoned 
barn along an Adams County road.

Dear Mr. I.: The nasal septum is the 
wall that separates one side of the nose 
from the other. The front part of it is 
composed of cartilage; the back is a 
thin bone. 
A hole, or perforation, through the 
septum may be the result of surgery, 
injury as a result of chronic nose 
picking, or exposure to chemical 
fumes. 
Young people who have been sniffing 
cocaine are now sadly paying this 
additional penalty for their ill-advised 
habit. 
Surgery for the repair of the septum 
has been tried. Unfortunately, the 
results are not always gratifying. The 
perforation may return, and get even 
larger. 
Continued lubrication with simple 
mineral oil softens the crust and 
makes the condition more bearable. 
Steam inhalations may be soothing. 
There are also a number of excellent 


techniques that can be used by the ear, 
nose and throat specialist. This should 
make you more comfortable.

Frequent 
bathing and individual towels can 
prevent its spread. 
There now are a number of excellent 
drugs which can control this condition. 
Only recently, greater attention has 
been paid to the fact that husbands 
may harbor the protozoa on their skin, 
and thus continue to re-infect their 
wives. 
This should be considered in cases of 
adult infection.

NEW YORK (AP) - Two of the 
giants of U.S. industrial life are 
showing their bruises from the energy 
controversy and are fighting their 
critics with unusually blunt ac­ 
cusations. 
Says General Electric: “Appliances 
are not wasteful users of energy as the 
public has been led to believe.” That 
belief, claim GE executives, is the 
result of “misinformation ... and 
downright bad advice.” General 
Motor’s outrage is directed at what it 
feels are smears contained in a booklet 
distributed by a Senate sub-committee 
alleging, among other things, that GM 
destroyed thriving street railway 
systems. 
“General Motors did not destroy 
street railway systems,” the company 
said in a 67-page reply. “They failed 
everywhere because they were no 
longer able to give adequate service.” 
It adds that the publication, 
distributed by the Senate sub­ 
committee on Antitrust and Monopoly, 
“is replete with additional false and 
deceptive statements.” 
Neither company is likely to change 
attitudes im m ediately, but their 
claims seem to open a phase of the 
energy controversy in which opposing 
views might be better analyzed and the 
objective truth distilled from them. 
One of the popular assumptions 
about 
the 
shortage 
is 
that 
the 
proliferation of electric appliances, 
such as toothbrushes and self-cleaning 
ovens and the like are among the chief 
culprits. 
But, says GE, a self-cleaning oven 
uses only slightly more electricity than 
a conventional oven. 
A statement released here in March 
said: 
“It is essential to recognize that the 
300 million major appliances presently 
in use consume a small fraction of our 
total energy. Only about 5 per cent of 
the total energy supply is being used in 
the home ...” 
GM’s anger was made known to the 
subcommittee in the form of a request 
to suspend distribution of what it terms 
a false, misleading document. If that 
document is distributed again, it asked 
that GM’s position accompany it. 
The chief causes for GM’s anger 
were assertions that: 
—GM aided the Nazis during World 
War II through its subsidiary, the 
Adam Opel Co., After the German 
invasion of Poland, GM claims, it had 
little effective control of Opel deci­ 
sions. 
—GM helped surpress rail tra n s­ 
portation. 
—GM helped destroy more than IOO 
surface rail systems, its motive being 
to promote the sale of its gasoline- 
using products.

Lima State 
Case Reviews 
Said Needed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio( AP)—lim a State 
Hospital patients under observation 
after criminal offenses must nave 
periodic reviews of their cases, the 
Ohio Supreme Court has ruled. 
In a case involving a Cincinnati man, 
the court said Wednesday that patients 
may be held for a “reasonable amount 
of time,” then some disposition must 
be made of their cases. 
The court said if it has been deter­ 
mined that a person cannot be restored 
to reason, he must be given full con­ 
sideration for commitment to a mental 
hospital. 
The ruling was in a suit filed by 
Robert L. Burton, who was charged in 
Hamilton County Common Pleas Court 
Aug. 2, 1962, with passing bad checks. 
Burton was found mentally unable to 
stand trial and sent to Lima “until 
restored to reason.” 
Nine years later, Burton filed an 
appeal in Allen County asking to be 
released from Lima State. 
The court ruled Burton still was not 
capable of standing trial and referred 
the case to the Allen County Probate 
Court. 
The probate court, finding it 
“unlikely” Burton would ever be able 
to stand trial, ordered that he be 
committed to the Dayton Mental 
Health Center. 
Under Ohio law, persons convicted 
of sex offenses or other crimes, or 
thought to be mentally incompetent, 
may be sent to Lima State for ob­ 
servation before sentencing.

Enjoys Home Life 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Capitol Hill 
duties and an avowed interest in 
considering another bid for the 
Democratic presidential nomination 
mean these are busy days for Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson. 
But the four term senator from 
Washington State tries to find as much 
time as he can to be with his wife and 
two young children. 
Youthful looking at 61, Jackson as 
chairman of the Senate Interior 
Committee has been a key figure in 
congressional efforts to deal with the 
energy crisis. 
He is also chairman of the Per­ 
manent Investigations Subcommittee 
and a senior member of the Armed 
Services Committee. An advocate of a 
strong military posture, Jackson has 
been an outspoken champion of Israel 
and a critic of U.S. Soviet detente. 
Jackson first came to the Capitol 
after being elected to the House at age 
28. Initially elected senator in 1952, he 


was re-elected in 1970 with more than 
80 per cent of the vote. 
Outside his home state, Jackson's 
major political strength is among 
leaders of organized labor and party 
officials in the South and West. 
Jackson got the second most votes at 
the 1972 Democratic National Con­ 
vention. Though he intends to delay 
any formal decision for at least a year, 
he makes no bones about his interest in 
another presidential race. 
After getting up early, the senator 
shaves, gives his son Peter, 8 a good 
brushing up, then he’s downstairs for 
breakfast—plus a good morning kiss 
from his 11-year-old daughter, Anna 
Marie. 
Jackson shares a moment with his 
wife, the former Helen Hardin, whom 
he married in 1961 after long years of 
bachelorhood. He manages to do a bit 
of tinkering with his 1961 automobile.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — John LL 
Ehrlichman’s friends in Seattle say he 
privately has expressed disap­ 
pointment with President Nixon and 
thinks Nixon’s effectiveness is at an 
end, the Los Angeles Times said today. 
The report also said friends — in­ 
terviewed Mi the understanding their 
names would be concealed — had said 
Ehrlichman was convinced that an 18- 
minute segment of taped conversation 
between Nixon and former White 
House chief of staff H.R. Haledman 
had been erased deliberately. 


The report said Ehrlichman had 
been shocked to learn of the existence 
of the tapes in Nixon’s office, and held 
it against Haldeman for not telling 
him. 


Ehrlichman himself declined to be 
interviewed or comment on the 
friends’ paraphrased remarks, the 
Times said in its dispatch from Seattle.

In U.N. Assembly

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
Confrontations are surfacing on all 
sides at the United Nations General 
Assembly 
special 
session 
on 
economics. 
Conflicts between rich nations and 
poor, between oil producers and oil 
consumers, between socialist and 
capitalist countries, and between 
China and the Soviet Union have 
emerged in the last two days of debate. 
Three major Arab oil countries, 
Kuwait, Iraq and Saudi Arabia, 
demanded Tuesday that the in­ 
dustrialized countries bear major 
responsibility for easing the economic « 
hardship caused among the needy na­ 
tions by the oil countries’ hike in their 
prices. 
“ The greater part of it should be 
borne by the advanced industrial 
countries,” Oil Minister Ahmed Zaki 
Yamani of Saudi Arabia told the 
assembly Tuesday. 
He said his government gave more 
than $2 billion in foreign aid in 1973, 
and this made it the world’s largest 
donor relative to national income and 
output. 
Foreign Minster Sabah a1 Ahmad a1 


Jaber a1 Sabah of Kuwait told the 
session the advanced countries “ have 
a historic responsibility because they 
are primarily responsible for the back­ 
wardness and privation which are the 
lot of the underdeveloped countries.” 
He said Kuwait is spending 7 to 8 per 
cent of its gross national product on 
foreign assistance while the con­ 
tribution of industrialized countries 
dropped in 1972 from .42 of one per cent 
to .34. 
China accused the Soviet Union of 
trying to sabotage the assembly 
proceedings by an “ irrelevant” 
proposal to link economic development 
to EastWest detente. 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger on Monday urged against 
confrontations and appealed to the oil 
rich countries to use some of their 
profits to aid needy nations. 
“ I think most of the developing 
countries took the view that there was 
an implied threat in what he said,” Ni­ 
geria’s foreign minister, Okoi Arikpo, 
told reporters.

ATHENS, Ohio (A P) - Members of 
the Student Workers Union have voted 
to begin a campus-wide strike Mon­ 
day. 
The strike vote came Wednesday 
night after some 50 student employes 
ended a one-day walkout at Nelson 
Commons cafeteria. 
Union organizer Mark Stachwell of 
Columbus said the campus-wide strike 
“ will continue until the university ad­ 
ministration recognizes the SWU as a 
bargaining agent for all student 
workers or agrees to bargain in good 
faith.” 
The union claims to represent 240 of 
what it says is a total of 1,200 student 
employes on campus. 
The university says there are 2,500 
student employes on campus, but the 
union says it does not include students 
involved in federally-sponsored work- 
study programs and those who work 
less than nine hours a week. 
The union claims that 86 per cent of 
the student employes at the cafeteria 
stayed off the job, although the 
cafeteria remained open and most non­ 
student workers reportedly crossed 
the picket line.

Office Space Costs Rise For State 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The State 
Office Tower across from the capitol 
will rent for about $8.5 million the first 
year, but the state faces sharply in­ 
creased costs after July I, 1975.

when the tower’s 1,048,000 square feet 
of net rentable space is fully occupied 
next fall. 
But, the three-member OBA board 
began last week to consider ways of 
refinancing the $60 million tower 
project in order to prevent rents from 
climbing rapidly to $9 or $10 a square 
foot. 
OBA is financing the 41-story state 
tower through the State Insurance 
Fund, investment monies of the Ohio 
Bureau of Workmen’s Compensation, 
with interest rates being recomputed 
every two years. 
OBA originally agreed to pay the 
fund interest of less than 5 per cent. 
I^ast week it found itself approving a 
new, one-year, $76 million note at 8.6 
per cent. 
An administration analysis said an 
8.6 per cent interest charge would 
force OBA to charge its state tenants 
about $8.75 a square foot in order to 
retire the debt in 30 years, $9.60 to 
retire the debt in 20 years. 
Gilligan estimated an $8 a square 
foot rental cost in his 1973-1975 budget, 
but state officials only a month ago 
talked about $8.50 a square foot. 
John B. Olsen, director of the Office

It probably will be insufficient to 
allow OBA to begin repayments on the 
debt principle, he said. 
John Kessler, OBA chairman, said 
Insurance Fund interest rates meant 
the OBA must consider lower-cost 
financing.

W h eat E xp orts B elow P re d ictio n 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Only a few 
months ago Agriculture Department 
figures showed wheat exports might 
shoot over 1.3 billion bushels this fiscal 
year and leave the U.S. bread grain 
reserve at practically zero by mid­ 
summer. 
But now some in the trade think 
shipments will have to pick up sharply 
in the next two months if wheat exports 
are to match the USDA’s prediction of 
1.2 billion bushels. 
George S. Shanklin, one of the 
department’s export watchers in the 
Foreign Agricultural Service, said 
Wednesday “we have no reason right 
now” to reduce the 1973-74 wheat 
export estimate below the 1.2 billion 
bushels projected earlier. 
The possibility that wheat exports 
might drop significantly was raised by 
reports showing clearances from U.S. 
ports last week totaled around 8.5 
million bushels. That was the lowest 
one-week export total in about two 
years, Shanklin said. 


Wheat shipments from U.S. ports 
had averaged about 18 million bushels 
per week since Jan. I. During peak 
activity last year they rose to more 
than 32 million bushels per week. 


The low mark for wheat exports last 
week raised doubts among some grain 
traders that shipments would pick up 
enough from now on to boost the total 
for the year ending June 30 to the 
department’s estimate of 1.2 billion. 
Reports filed by exporters showed 
that nearly 932.8 million bushels of 
wheat had been shipped as of March 31 
for the fiscal year which began last 
July I. Wheat remaining for delivery

Assuming that, the wheat reserve on 
July I would be 180 million bushels, far 
below the 483 million bushels of last 
summer and the stockpile of 883 
million on July I, 1972. 
Farmers will begin harvesting 1974- 
crop wheat in southern areas by late 
May, with the new crop developing for 
market in Kansas in early June.

They 
were identified in tests as the carriers 
of the disease. 
New York was one of eight states 
named Thursday by the U. S. Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta, Ga. 
where a total of 93 cases of IjCM have 
been reported. The others were 
California, 
Minnesota, 
Nevada, 
Florida, Massachusetts and New 
Jersey. LCM is an acronym for lym­ 
phocytic choriomeningitis. It normally 
is not fatal. 
The New York City Health Depart­ 
ment urged new hamster owners to 
isolate their pets in a ventilated room 
and to notify the department. They 
recommended that the 300,000 animals 
in the stock in question should be 
destroyed. 


The American Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals said 
hamster cages should be cleaned 
daily, and the droppings placed in a 
paper bag and burned.

Penn Central 
Capitulates 
To Teamsters 


PHIIJVDELPHIA (A P) - The Penn 
Central Railroad has capitulated to 
Teamsters Union pickets who had been 
resisting a railroad proposal to shift 
jurisdiction of several hundred 
workers in piggyback rail-truck ter­ 
minals from the Teamsters to another 
union. 
Pickets have seriously hampered 
freight and mail operations in ter­ 
minals in New York City; Chicago; St. 
Louis; Boston; Cincinnati and Colum­ 
bus, Ohio; Indianapolis and Elkhart, 
Ind.; and Weehawken, North Bergen, 
South Kearny and Port Newark, N. J. 
A management statement issued 
Wednesday night said the Penn 
Central had instructed the president of 
its division, Pennsylvania Trucking 
lines, to offer the Teamsters “ a return 
to the status quo.” 
A railroad spokesman said, ‘‘Penn­ 
sylvania Trucking Lines employes are 
now in the process of making contact 
with the Teamsters locals in order to 
determine if an agreement can be 
reached that will allow the Penn 
Central 
term inals 
to 
resume 
operations.” 
He said he expected there would be 
no final settlement until sometime 
Thursday, but added that the union 
had not mentioned any other griev­ 
ances. 
Teamsters officials have said their 
picketing meant that as much as 90 per 
cent 
of 
the 
goods, 
including 
perishables, shipped by the Penn 
Central were rerouted to other rail­ 
roads, causing delays of several days. 
The strike was called because the 
Penn Central wanted to transfer the 
workers from the Pennsylvania Truck 
Lines to another division, which also 
would transfer them to the jurisdiction 
of the Brotherhood of Railway and 
Airline Clerks. 
The teamsters asserted that their 
contract, running through 1976, barred 
the change. 
Picketing began in the New York- 
New Jersey area April I. It was halted 
by court action until last week, when a 
federal court judge in Newark lifted a 
temporary injunction against the 
picketing. 
The railroad was rebuffed on a 
technicality when it attempted to file 
an appeal Monday in Philadelphia, and 
a second attempt on Wednesday was 
nullified by the company’s statement 
later in the day.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) - The Los 
Angeles Dodgers stunned the Cin­ 
cinnati Reds with a walloping 14-1 win 
Wednesday night to sweep their two- 
game series and continue to dominate 
the National league Western Division.

Plan Suit 
Against 
Segregation 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P)—The parents 
of eight Columbus school children plan 
to file a complaint against segregation 
in the city’s education system, their 
attorneys said Wednesday. 


On the advice of a federal judge, the 
families withdrew a request for an 
injunction against an $89.5 million 
building plan. Their original complaint 
said the plan would further racial 
separation. 


School attorneys will not take action 
until the new complaint comes to trial, 
probably sometime in December, 
spokesmen said. 
An Ohio State University education 
professor testified in the original 
hearing that the Columbus school 
system is “ highly segregated.” 


Dr. Charles A. Glatt said he studied 
segregation in the schools for a period 
from 1969 to 1972. 
The judge said a ban on school 
construction would put undue burdens 
on taxpaying voters who in 1972 ap­ 
proved the money for a five-year 
construction program.

Birth Defect 
Brings Boy 
$530,000 


TORRANCE, Calif. (AP) — A jury 
has awarded $530,000 in damages to a 
3-year-old boy after ruling that his 
birth deformities were caused by a 
fertility drug taken by his mother. 
The drug, Clomid, is produced by 
Richardson-Merrill, Inc., of Cin­ 
cinnati, Ohio, and is m arketed 
worldwide. 
A company spokesman said he was 
“shocked and dismayed over the 
verdict” which he called “absolutely 
unwarranted.” He said the company 
would appeal the decision. 
The money was awarded Tuesday to 
Mark Breinhorst, son of Heinz and 
Ingrid Breinhorst of Torrance. 
The parents, who had filed a $3 
million suit, were awarded $40,000 by 
the jury'. Their son was bom with no 
hands, facial paralysis, knock knees 
and eye problems. 
Brinhorst said the money would go 
into a special trust fund for his son, 
who attends a special school for 
crippled children. 
The Breinhorst’s attorney had 
argued that Clomid had not been tested 
properly although it did have the 
approval of the Food and Drug 
Administration.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
American Basketball Associ­ 
ation, armed with nearly 200 
draftees—including 
high 
school 
sensation 
Moses 
Malone and 50 from the rival 
N a tio n a l 
B a s k e tb a ll 
Assocation—today sets out in 
its quest to become what 
Commissioner Mike Storen 
calls ‘‘the best basketball 
league possible.” 
The ABA has amassed its 
formidable group of draftees 
over the last 15 months, with 
most of its selections being 
made Wednesday. They in­ 
cluded the 50 from the NBA in 
an unprecedented and open 
declaration of warfare, 79 
collegians and the brilliant 
Malone, who averaged 35.8 
points and 25 rebounds during 
the 1973-74 season in leading 
Petersburg, Va., H.S. to its 
second 
straight 
state 
championship. 
Twenty 
other 
college 
players were selected in a 
secret draft last month, and 
43 others are holdovers from 
three separate drafts con­ 
ducted last year, beginning in 
January, 1973. 
Each group contains some 
highly intriguing prospects, 
and now the ABA will begin 
unloosening its purse strings 
in efforts to sign them. 
Perhaps 
the most 
in­ 
triguing is Malone. The 
dynamic 6-foot-ll, 210-pound 
teenager has been swamped 
with various collegiate offers. 
But when the Utah Stars 
surprisingly 
picked 
him 
Wednesday, it marked the 
first concrete move by the 
pros to lure him. Previously, 
the Virginia Squires had only 
talked to him. 
Bob Kilbourne, Petersburg 


High’s athletic director, said 
he feels Malone should go to 
college first: “ I can’t predict 
what he will do, but I believe 
up to now his thoughts have 
been going to college.” 
Amie Ferrin, the Stars’ 
general manager, said that 
Larry Creger, the club’s 
director of player personnel 
and assistant coach, would go 
to Virginia today and discuss 
the situation with Malone and 
his family. 
“ If we find out that his par­ 
ents don’t want him to turn 
pro yet,” said Ferrin, “ we 
won’t pressure them.”

He 
said it was decided not to follow the 
lead of Democratic presidential aspir­ 
ant George McGovern, who volun­ 
tarily released names of campaign 
contributors. 
“ I took that as a mandate to me to do 
everything possible to insure the 
privacy of these contributors,” Stans 
told a jury Wednesday at his federal 
conspiracy trial. He is a codefendant 
with John N. Mitchell, the former 
attorney general. 
‘‘That was behind the whole thing,” 
the 66-year-old Stans said at another 
point. “ Vesco made a contribution in 
private and privacy was his con­ 
stitutional right under the law. I was 
doing my best to protect Robert Vesco 
and every other contributor up to April 
7.” 
A new law effective April 7, 1972, 
mandated the reporting of all cam­ 


paign contributions from that point on. 
Stans was still under 
direct 
examination when the trial recessed 
for the night. He will return to the 
stand when it resumes today. 
Mitchell and Stans are accused of 
conspiring to obstruct justice for 
allegedy attempting to impede a 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
fraud investigation into Vesco’s af­ 
fairs, in exchange for the $200,000 se­ 
cret contribution, and later lying about 
it to a grand jury. 
One of the most potent government 
witnesses against Stans was G. 
Bradford Cook, general counsel and 
later chairman of the SEC. He ad­ 
mitted he lied under oath about Stans 
on five earlier occasions, but insisted 
his trial testimony was the truth. 
In line with a key clause in the 
conspiracy count, Cook testified Stans 
got him to change a paragraph in a 
proposed SEC complaint about Vesco, 
to delete specific reference to the 
transfer of the $200,000 in cash that 
made up the contribution. 
‘‘I did not ask Brad Cook to delete 
anything on that occasion or any other 
occasion,” said Stans. He said Cook 
told him he was having the paragraph 
reworked at his own instigation 
because it was too “sensational.” 
Glenn O K s Debate 
With Metzenbaum 


Bv THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
U.S. Senate candidate John Glenn 
accepted his opponent’s challenge 
Wednesday to public debates, but he 
promised U.S. Sen. Howard Met­ 
zenbaum, DOhio, he would press hard 
on the issue of “openess and candor” 
in financial disclosures. 
In response, Metzenbaum, on the 
campaign trail in Canton, said he “ is 
anxious to ask Col. Glenn a few 
questions about his finances, too.” 
Glenn said he would debate Met­ 
zenbaum April 25 on WEWS-TV in 
Cleveland, May I at the Cincinnati 
Communications Coalition and May 3 
at the Cleveland City Club. 
“ I believe the public’s right to see 
the candidates for the Democratic 
nomination discuss issues on the same 
platform should not be impaired any 
longer by Howard’s refusal to make a 
complete financial disclosure,” Glenn 
said. 
Responded Metzenbaum: “ I am 
pleased that John Glenn has partially 
capitulated on the issue of free and 
open debate. But he is still running 
away from making himself available 
in Columbus, Toledo and Dayton.” 
Glenn earlier had accepted a date to 
debate Metzenbaum in Cleveland, then 
changed his mind saying he would only 
participate in a debate if Metzenbaum 


disclosed his federal income tax 
returns for 1969-2 
Glenn said Wednesday the same 
provision goes for any dedates other 
than the three he listed. 
Both candidates disclosed their 
federal and state income tax returns 
for 1973, but Metzenbaum has refused 
to disclose prior income tax forms 
claiming they include information 
about private individuals who have not 
waived their rights to privacy. 
Earlier in the year Metzenbaum 
released financial information which 
he said should clear up any questions 
about conflicts of interest. 
Metzenbaum and Glenn both were 
scheduled to be in Cleveland tonight 
for fund-raising dinners. 
In other Ohio politics, state Sen. 
Tony P. Hall, D-6 Dayton, candidate 
for secretary' of state, blasted the 
Republican incumbent for a 24-year 
record of perpetuating “ outdated elec­ 
tion practices.” Hall charged that 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown “has 
consciously maintained practices 
which systematically deny the right to 
register and vote to thousands of 
Ohioans.” 
The unopposed Republican in­ 
cumbent said his office for years has 
“ been responsible for legislation that 
makes it easier to register and vote.”
